The continued postponement of the promised bombardment has created a gen- 
eral impression that diplomats must be busy, otherwise the shelling of Santiago 
would proceed. From what we see every day it becomes more apparent that the 
Spanish commander would surrender rather than submit to another attack.

Won’t Suffer Another Bombardment. 

“Santiago will not suffer another attack. The Spanish officers are seeking de 
lay only to appear to have held out. They all openly declare that Spain has lost 
the fight, that Santiago is incapable,of further resistance. In fact. if your troops 
had pressed in on Sunday evening, when the fleet left, not 1 gun would have 


been fired. The soldiers are hungry, the citizens are starving and ggpern! ruin pre- 


Vaiis.”’

ELEVEN LIGHTERS  SWAMPED.

ARMY MUST WIPE

Madrid, July 8.—The cabinet council this 
evening considered the questions of new 
cables and military measures necessary in 
view of an American attack upon Spanish 
ports. 


All rumors as to peace methilations 
are semi-officially declared to be un- 


founded. 
The ministers are divided in their opinions 


as to the advisability of immediate nego- 


tiaticns for peace. The war party is in- 


clined to adopt the view of Marshal Martl- 
nez Campos. who considers that the army 
must by a noble victory wipe out the de- 
feat of the navy. 

The peace party urges direct negotia- 
tions with the United States rather than 
through powers whose selfishness has al- 
lowed Spain to be crushed by a strong 
enemy and who may now intrigue for har- 
der conditions, desiring to. profit by her 


dismemberment. - 


A belief is current that the Unitei 
States warships New York, Oregon and 
Texas are now on their way to Spain, 
and precautions are being taken 
at all the seaports to avoid a surprise. 


There is no cessation in the work of 
strengthening the coast defenses. Even the 
heavy artillery at the formidable French 
frontier forts has been withdrawn and sent 
to the seaports. 

A long artillery train left Jaca a few 
days ago for Barcelona, where four ad- 
ditional thirty-centimetre guns had al- 
ready been placed. Twenty long range 
modern guns will be sent to Biiboa. In 
fact all the ports are being very strongly 
defended and mfhed. The war office gazette 
announces a royal decree. appropriating 
10,000,000 pesetas for the artillery.. 

Current gossip credits the Infanta Isa- 
bella with a wish to assume the regency. 
She has visited the barracks and addressed 
inspiring words to the officers and men. It 
is rumored that the queen regent would not 
be averse to such a change on the ground 
that Isabella, being a Spaniard, could bet- 
ter sign a disastrous peace than herself, 
who is often taxed with being a foreigner. 

The government has received a dispatch, 
it is reported, announcing that the Spanish 
troops have made a sortie from Manila acd 
inflicted a severe defeat on the insurgents. 


SPANISH SOLDIERS STARVING. 


So Weak They Cannot Carry Guns, 
They Are Pickel Up by Americans. 
Playa Del Este, Guantanamo Bay, July 
8.—(Copyright by the Associated Press.)— 
A Spanish soldier, terribly emaciated and 
so weak that He could hardly walk, was 
picked up by men from the United States 
gunboat Annapolis today, at a point near 
the entrance to the upper bay. He had no 
rifle, for he was too weak to carry it. 
According to his story, there are many 
Spanish. soldiers in Guantanamo in the 


same condition of starvation. He says’ 


there is absolutely nothing to eat, but that 
the Spaniards are tola@ daily that if they 
surrender to the Americans they are sure 
to be murdered. 

A captain and three privates from Bar- 
acoa came into the bay today in a small 
sailboat and were picked up by fhe cruis- 
er Marblehead. They were ostensibly great- 
ly surprised and claimed not to have known 
that the bay was in possession of the 
Americans. They report that there is a 
great scarcity of food at Baracoa and that 
the Spanish troops there are in bad shape. 

Over 20,000 rations for reconcentrados have 
been landed across the bay by Commander 
MecCalla, of the Marblehead, and the half- 
starved Cubans are flocking in from the 
hills for food. 


WOUNDED ON HOSPITAL SHIP. 


Report Sent in from the Front About 
the Injured. 


Washington, July 8.—Surgeon General 
Van Reypen, of the navy, has received a 
letter from Surgeon Streets, attachea to 
the hospital ship Solace, dated “Guanta- 
namo, June 29th,” in which he says: 

“We have forty patients on board from 
other ships and from the marine camp. 
Twenty of these are gunshot -and shell 
wounds. I am pleased to say that onrey

The Armistice Has Been Extended to 
Noon Saturday and General Li- 
nares Is Now Corresponding 
with General. Blanco 
and Madrid. 


Off Santiago de Cuba, Jyly 7, via Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, July 8.—(Copyrighted by the 
Associated Press.)—The United States aux- 
iliary cruiser Harvard has pailed for Ports- 
mouth, N. H., with the remainder of the 
prisoners, the total now being 1,750. 

A board of officers today is inspecting the 
Cristobal Colon and it is hoped she may 


be saved. Naval Constructor Hobson is 


on board the Spanish cruiser and is about 
to value the Infanta Maria Teresa, The 
Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendo are worth- 


less wrecks. 

Admiral Cervera, before deaving the har 
bor of Santiago de Cuba on Sunday morn- 
ing, signaled the following message to his 
fleet: 

“The Admiral to His Dear Chil- 
dren: He hopes that God will grant 
us a prompt victory.” 

The armistice has. been extended until 
noon on Saturday in order to allow Gen- 
eral Linares to communiogte with Captain 
General Blanco and with Madrid. General 
Linares informed General Shafter that he 
had no telegraph operator and one was 
sent into the city accompanied by the 
British consul, FY. W. Ramsden, under the 
British flag. 

Not a shot has been fired recently 
on either side, but work is being push- 
ed on the batteries and intresichments. 

Our position has been greatly istrength- 
ened during the last forty-eight hours, the 
American lines advancing to within 400 
yards of the enemy’s and our hillside bat- 
teries overlook and cOmmand the city. Gen- 
eral Lawton’'s divisiom advanced 500 yards 
to the enemy’s great surprise: 

The dynamite gun of Wood's Rough 
Riders, in charge of Sergeant Hallett Alsop 
Borrowe, has been bHedutifully placed, hid- 
den in a snug pit. | 

The streams have been bridged over, al- 
lowing the transportation of heavy artil- 
lery with facility and the roads have been 
generally improved. The genera] health of 
the soldiers is good. The armistice is af- 
fording a long needed rest for our men 
and they are now in good shape to resume 
fighting. 

General Linares is evidently weak- 
ening and the mediation of the bishop 
of Santiago and the consular corps may 
persuade him to surrender. 

In case hostilities are resumed, the plan 
of assault is for Rear Admiral Sampson 
to bombar@ the forts at the moufh of the 
harbor, driving the men away from the 
guns, and then land a thousand men and 
Occupy the forts, while launches with 
grappling irons hunt for mines in the har- 
bor. He will then enter and bombard the 
city, supporting the Jand assault. 

General Garcia, the insurgent leader, re- 
ceived orders not to attack the Spaniards 
while negotiations are on foot. 

The wrecked Spanish cruisers are still 


filled with charred bodies and the buzzards 


are devouring the remains. The Cubans, 
by Rear Admira] Sampson’s orders, have 
buried the bodies of over one hundred 
Spaniards who were washed ashore. 


Eighteen eight-inch shells from the New 


York were fired last Friday,.and it is now 
learne@d that they landed jn the city, doing 
great Qamage. They were fired over the 
hills. Ashore it is believed that Santiago 
will surrender. If not, Rear Admiral 
Sampson will shell the eity. 

The report of the engagement on July 
ist at Manzanillo, between the Scorpion 
and the Osceola. and some Spanish gun- 
boats, was received here today. The Amer- 
ican gunboats entered the harbor and 
found one gunboat of 1,000 tons, two of 
about 300 tons, two very small boats and a 
réceiving Ship made into a floating battery. 
Two shore batteries and a force of soldiers 
who kept up a fire of musketry, opened 
with the Spanish gunboats on the Scorpion 
and Osceola. On account of the shallow 
water the commander of the Scorpion says 
the American boats could not go close in 
shore. For twenty minutes the fight was 
kept up, the gatling guns on the Osceola 


mowing the soldiers gown and the S-or- 


pion’s heavy shells damaging the gunboats. 
Then the Osceola and Scorpion left the 
harbor and lay outside close to the en- 
trance, but the Spanish gunboats did not 
come out.

THE PREVENTED THEM ESCAPING 


The Americans Were Confined in 
Morro Castle Until the Protest of 
the British Consul Secured 
Their Removal to the 
Hospital. 


New York, July 8.—A dispatch to The 
Herald from off Santiago, Cuba, says: 

“Your correspondent saw Mr. Hobson 
after he had made his report to Admiral 
Sampson and he consented to give The 
Herald a fuller Interview about his experi- 
ences. He spoke in glowing terms of the 
courage and bravery of his crew. 

“We have been thirty-three days in a 
Spanish prison,”’ sald Mr. Hobson, ‘“‘and the 
more I think about it the more marvelous 
% seems that we are alive. It was about 
8 o'clock in the morning when tho Merri- 
mac entered the narrow channel and steam 
ed in under the guns of Morro castle, The 
stillness of Geath prevailed. It was so dark 
that we could scarcely see the headland 
We had planned to drop our starboard an- 
chor at a certain point to the right of the 
channel, reverse our engines and then swing 
the Merrimac around, sinking her directly 
across the channel. 

“This plan was adhered to, but eircum- 
stances rendered its executiom impossible. 
When the Merrimac poked her nose into 
the channel our troubleS commenced. The 
deadly silence was broken by the wash of @ 
small boat approaching us from the shore. 


1°Y ttade her out to Be a picket-boat. She 


ran close up under the stern of the Merri- 
mac and fired several shots from what 
seemed to be $-pounder guna, The Merri- 
mac’s rudder was carried away by this 
fire. That is why the coljler was not eunk 
across the channel. We did not discover 
the loss of the rudder until Murphy cast 
anchor. We then found that the Merrimac 
would not answer to the helm, and were 
compelled to make the best of the situation. 

‘The run up the channel was very ex- 
citing. The picket boat had given the 
alarm and in a moment the guns of the 
Vizcaya, the Almirante Oquendo and of the 
shore batteries were turned on us. 

“Submarine mines and torpedoes also ex- 
ploded all about us. adding to the excite- 
mert. The mines did no damage, although 
we could hear rumbling and could feel the 
ship tremble. 

Darkness Saved Them. 

“We were running without lights and 
only tha darkness saved us from utter 
@estruction. When the ship was in the de- 
sired position and we found that the rud- 
der was gone, I calied the men on deck. 
While they were launching the catamaran 
I touched off the explosives. At the same 
moment two torpedoes, fired by the Reina 
Mercedes, struck the Merrimac. amidships. 
I cannot say whether our own explosives 
or the Spanish torpedoes did the work, bu* 
the Merrimac was lifted out of the water 
and almost rent asunder. 

“As she sett'ed down we scrambled over- 
board and cut away the catamaran. A 
great cheer went up from the forts and 
warships as the hull] of the collier founder- 
ed, the Spaniards thinking the Merrimac 
was an American warship. 

“We attempted to get out of the harbor 
on the catafnaran, but a strong tide was 
running and daylight found us still strug- 
gling in the water. Then for the first time 
the Spaniards saw us, and a boat from the 
Reina Mercedes pi¢ked us up. It then was 
shortly after 5 o'clock in the morning, and 
we had been in the water more than an 
hour. We were taken aboard the Reina 
Mercedes and later were sent to Morro 
castle. 

“In Motro we were confined in ceils in 
the inner side of the fortress and were 
there the first day the fleet bombarded 
Morro. I could only hear the whistiing of 
the shells and the noise they made when 
they struck, but I judged from the con- 
versation of the guards that the shells did 
considerable damage. 

“After this bombardmeht, Mr. Ramsden, 
the British consul, protested, and we were 
removed to the hospital There I was 
separated from the other men in our crew 
and could see them oniy by special permis- 
sion. Montague and Kelly fell ill two 
weeks ago, suffering from malaria, and I 
was permitted to visit them twice. Mr. 
Ramsden was very kind to us and demand- 
ed that Montague and Kelly be removed to 
better quarters in the hospital. This was 
done. 

“As for myself, there is little to say. The 
Spanish were not disposed to do much for 
the comfort of any of the prisoners at 
first, but after our army had taken some 
of their men as prisoners their treatment 
was better. Food is acarce in the city and 
I was told that we fared better than the 
Spanish officers.’’

PEACE TALK NOW PREVAILS 


Return of Cadiz Fleet Indicates That Spain Is 


Now Tired of the War. 


THE HAWAIIAN COMMISSION IS NAMED 


President Will Call on Cullom, Morgan and Hitt to Se- 
lect Their Associates and to Take Charge of : 
the Islands, Which Are Now a Part 
of the United yates.

Washinitie: July 8.—(Specfal.)—With things at a standstill, both about Bantiago 
and at Manila, the chief interest in Washington today has been the adjournment 
of congress. That was accomplished with the usual bustle at both ends of the 
capitol, but naturally with more dignity in the senate than in Speaker Reed's 
bear garden, where there is an outbreak whenever occasion offers. 

Joe Cannon was the chief figure in today’s episode, which was, however, harm- 
less and served principally to show the crowds of school teachers in the gal- 
leries what the house can do when it gets started. | 

The first of the promotions resulting from the good work of the army 
about Santiago went to the senate. Four of the brigadiers got the cov- 
eted major generalships and both Wood and Roosevelt go up. 

Wood gets his brigadiership and everybody here who watched the valiant 
work of the Rough Riders under his command is glad of it, especially in view 
of the tendency of the New York newspapers to shove Roosevelt to the tien at 
Roosevelt also gets promotion, and it is doubtless deserved. 

Hawaiian Commission Is Selected. 
It was expected that the president would send to the senate the names of 


the members of the Hawaiian commission provided for in the annexation resolu- © 


tion, but at the last minute it was announced that he would wait unti] after the 
adjournment before making these appointments. It develops, however, that he 
has made up his mind as to the identity of the members of the commission. 
There has been a great scramble for these places, especially from the Pacific 
slope. It seems that there is to be equally great disappointment on the part 
of aspirants because the president has decided to take his commissioners from 
congress. j i 

The men said to be selected are Senators Cullom, of Illinois, and Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, and Representative Hitt, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the house. These gentlemen will select President 
Dole and Chief Justice Judd, of the Hawaiian republic, as the other two 
members of the commission. 

It is the province of this commission to formulate all necessary legislation 
for the government of the newly ecquired territory. The commission is prcba- 
bly the best that could be selected. At first it was understood that Senator Da- 
vis, chairman of the senate foreign affairs committee, was to be a member, but 
for some reason Cullom has been selected. Probably it is because of the 
probability of Senator Davis having his hands full of other matters growing out 
of the present war. ‘ : 

Surrender of Spaniards Is Liable. 

The impression is strong here that the delay in the bombardment of Santiago 
presages the surrender of the Spanish forces. However, at the war depart. 
ment everything indicates an early and vigorous resumption of the aggressive work 
of the American troops. Ttiere is much peace talk, but nothing from Spain. of 
an official character as yet. 

One feature of the peace talk was the confirmation by the state de- 
partment of the report that the Cadiz fleet was returning to Spain, 
since it is scarcely conceivable that the Spanish government would doom 
the last remnant of their fleet to destruction at the hands of Watson’s 
squadron, which in all probability could head it off before it could reach 


Cadiz, its home port. 

The assumption is that the Spanish government calculates. that at least an 
armistice precedent to peace would be obtained before the ships reach Spain. An 
unusually definite report was in circulation that the United States had been sound- 
ed in the interest of peace by the British ambassador, but when it was brought to 
Sir Julian Pauncefote’s attention he authorized an explicit denial and said he bad 
not communicated with the government in any way regarding the termination of 
the war. 

Conditions at Santiago also are regarded as favorable just now, according to 
General Shafter’s dispatch received during the forenoon. Nothing more came 
from him during the day, but the impression prevails that the Spanish are in a 
desperate plight within the lines of the city, and General Shafter’s action in allow- 


ing Linares to communicate freely with Madrid is an implication that there & 
at least a reasonable hope that the Spanish genera! contemplates a surrender. 

However that may be, every preparation is making for a great en- 
gagement, the final one at Santiago it is hoped, which may begin even 
as early as tomorrow if Shafter’s re-enforcements are on nand. 

The department has not heard so far of the arrival of these soldiers, but be- 
eves they have reached Shafter. The greatest difficulty that has been encoun- 
tered is in the landing of troops and supplies. This being the hurricane season, and 
the wind setting straight on that southern coast, the masters of the transports 
have become alarmed and taken their ships many miles out to sea,’ necessitating 
long journeys by the ships’ boats, which make their landings through the surf 


with the greatest difficulty and danger. So slow and tedious has been the servite , 
under these conditions that Secretary Alger has ordered Genera] Shafter to seize. 
the transports one and all and place them as near the coast as he chooses, without. ‘a 
regard to the fears of thelr masters.

Washington, July 8.—The end of this ses- 
sion of congress in the house was marked 
by two notable incidents. One sensationally 
partisan, well-nigh resulting in personal 
conflicts upon the floor of the house; the 
other notably patriotic, sweeping away all 
signs of the former. In the former Mr. 
Ray, republican, of New York; Mr. Handy, 
democrat, of Delaware; Mr. Cannon, re- 
publican, of Illinois, and Mr. Ball, demo- 
crat, of Texas, were the prine!pal partici- 
pants, In the latter all members joined, ir- 
respective of party affiliations. 

After the rather stormy session of two 
hours the house, when adjournment was 
announced, joined in cheers for the presi- 
dent and war herces and the singing of 
patriotic songs, making perhaps the most 
notable ending to a sess'on since the civil 
war. The only measure of impoftance pass- 
ed was a bill to reimburse states for ex- 
penses incurred in aiding the organiza- 
tion of the volunteer army.

“The north. south, east, west, a united 
country’” was proposed, and then, In 
turn, came the heroes of the war—Dewey, 
Schley, Hobson, Sampson and finally former 
Representative Genera! Joseph Wheeler, 
who is now clinging, though ijl, to his 
command in front of Santiago, was named, 
and the hall resounded with cheers of 
thrilling strength. Then the singing pro- 
ceeded. Meantime Sergeant-at-Arms Rus- 
sel] had brought in 200 small American 
flags, and every member was now waving 
one. “The Star Spangled Banner’ was 
sung. while flags waved and the galleries 
cheered.

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CLOSING SCENES IN THE SENATE. 


No Dramatic or Exciting Incidents. 
Routine Business. 
Washington, July 8&--—In @ manner so 
simple as to be almost perfunctory, the 
senate, at 2:06 o’clock this afternoon, ad- 


journed without a day. 
None of the dramatic and exciting scenes 


usually attendant upon the adjournment 
of congress was enacted during the <clos- 
ing. hours of the senate’s session. It had 
been agreed when the,senate adjourned at 
“noon that the house provision for the ad- 
journment of congress at 2p. m. today 
should be adopted and that an executive 
session should be held to.confirm the nom- 
inaticns in the military and naval es- 
tablisaments. No other business except of 
the merest routine was to be transacied. 
The arrangement was carried out to the 
letter. 

For nearly an hour prev‘ous to adjourn- 
ment President McKinley and ail the mem- 
bers of his cabinet except Secretaries Day 
and Long were in the president's room, 
adjoining the senate chamber. 

During that time the president signed a 
large number of engrossed bills, many of 
which wouid have failed had it been neces- 
sary to send them to the executive man- 


sion for his signature. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, opposed the pro- 
posed adjournment, maintainmg that it 
would be far more desirable for congress 
to take a recess until the first Monday 
in September. Mr. Morgan said: 

“There is absolutely no necessity for 
an adjournment at this time. It is a 
hasty, imprevident and dangerous step. It 
seems to me that the war with Spain 
:s drawing to a conclusion. The ending of 
the war wiil bring to congress questions 
of the highest importance, of the gravest 
consequence in our history, I should not 
be satisfied to go away under the c.rcum- 
stances, leaving the president without our 
support. We do not know what emergen- 
cies confront us, what dangers lie just 
ahead. If the army in the intense heat of 
a tropical sum can stay in wthe fie.d we, 
in the midst of comfort, can remain here. 
It would be a reproach to the government 
if, after we had gone away, the president, 
in thirty or forty days, should call us back 
and I do not doubt\that he will do so." 

In response to a question by Mr, Allen 
as to whether it was not likely that peace 
negotiations, in view of the dispatches 
published this morning, might not require 
the attention of congress soon, Mr. Morgan 
said the suggestion was correct and apt. 

“The very moment,” said he, “‘that the 
treaty of peace is signed by the president 
and the government of Spain, the mill- 
tary powers of the president will cease and 
the legislative branch of the government 
must provide a government for any terri- 
tory we may acquire by the war. The 
power of congress comes immediately into 
effect and we ought to be here to exer- 
cise it.” 

Mr. Allen opposed adjournment because 
the calendar was crowded, he said, with 
bills of the most important character. 

Mr. Gallinger interrupted him to say 
that he had just counted the measures 
still on the calendar and there were just 
116 general and 30 odd pension bills, a num- 
ber fewer than had been on the calendar 
at the adjournment at any time during the 
past twenty years. : 

Resuming, Mr. Allen said many of the 
measures were of the highest importance 
and instanced the bill permitting volunteers 
in the front to cast their votes for mem- 
bers of congress. 

Instantly Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, was 
on his feet with a request for unanimous 
consent that the senate proceed to the 
consideration of the volunteer bil and 
that a vote be taken at 1 o’clock.

NO SENATOR WAS GIVEN ANY MOREY 


Major Stahiman Frankly Tells the 
Story and Compares Himseif with 
Peter, Saying That His 
Sins Too Will Be 
Forgiven. 


Washington, July 8.—The senate commit- 
tee on claims today made its report upon 
the investigation by the committee into 
the payment of the claim of the Methodist 
book concern and the payment to Major 
E. B. Stahiman of $100,000 as an agent in 
getting the claitm through. 

The report of the committee says: 


“The testimony before the committee 
clearly shows that no part of the sum re- 
ceived by Sta’‘hlman was paid to Messrs. 
Barbee & Smith for their personal use 
or tQ any senator or member of congress 
or to any other person for corrupt pur- 
poses.”’ 

The report also says that Mer. Stahlman, 
in correspondence with senators and rep- 
resentatives, concealed from them all 
knowledge of the existence of a contract, 
withheld from them all information regard- 
ing it and purposely and willfully by mis- 
leading if not by false statements im- 
pressed them with the belief that Mr. 
StahIman was not acting as the ugent or 
attorney of the book agents with the expec- 
tation of pecuniary remuneration for his 
services, but as ‘‘a personal friend of the 
book agents and a member of the church,” 

Referring to the assurance received from 
Messrs. Barbee & Smith the committee 
says: ‘ 

“No candid person who examines this cor- 
respondence can reach any other conclu- 
sion than that the subject of this inquiry 
was the existence of such a contract and 
not the percentage that an attorney was to 
receive. The replies of the book agents to 
this letter and telegram make it manifest 
that the policy of silence with reference 
to the contracts was maintained to the end 
even to the extent of withholdi the truth 
and misleading and deceiving ose who 
made an earnest effort to obtafn it.’’ 

Of the church itself, the committee says: 

No Censure on the Church. 

“The committee deems it proper that no 
censure should rest upon the Methodist 
Episcopal church, or its book agents. The 
chureh has been injured by the misconduct 
‘of its agents and for such misconduct it is 
held entirely blameless.”’ 

The testimony taken was also made pub- 
lic. The principal witnesses were Mr. 
StahIman and Mr. Barbee. 

Mr. Stahiman said he had been glving 
more or less attention to the claim since 
1892, but that the contract for 35 per cent 
had been made in 1895. Mr. Stahlman said 
he had cautioned th ebook agents against 
making the contract public, ‘‘because,’" he 
continued, “‘if went to Washingion as 
their representative for a fee or any 
amount, I would just be hounded day and 
day out, and that I would probably f: 11 into 
the hands of vultures who hang around 
the capitol, which weuld involve the pass- 
age of the measure jn questionable methods. 
They agreed to that.”’ 

Mr. Stahlman said he had told Senator 
Pasco that he had no contract with the 
book agents. Technically this was correct, 
as his contract was with the book com- 
mittee. 

Senator Fairbanks—“Did Senator Pasco 
ask you whether or not you had a contin- 
ent — in this claim?’ 

Mr. Stahiman—‘‘He did not. I will ea 
this, though, for Senator Pasco: he had 4 
right to assume that no contract ex- 
isted.’’ 

The Chairman—“And that no fee was 
be paid?’’ y 

Mr. Stahiman—‘Yes."’ 


What He Told Bacon and Clay. 


He said he had also allowed Senators 
Bacon, Clay and Lindsay to understand 
that no attorney’s fee was to be received. 
He thad told Senator Turley subsequent 
to the passage of the bill that the money 
was all going into the church treasury 
and “they could do what they pleased 
with it afterwards.”’ 

In reply to a question from Senator Teller 
as to whether members of 
committee or the book agents had received 
any share of the profits, Mr. Stahiman 
replied in the negative, also stating that 
he had paid no money to attorneys with 
the intention of it reaching congress. 

Mr. Stahiman said he was willing to be 
held entirely responsible, adding: | 

“Even if Mr. Stahliman be made the 
martyr. Peter denied his Lord three times. 
He told a story. I do not claim to be 
better than Peter. If Peter was forgiven 
and if the church was founded upon the 
rock of Peter, Stahlman can be forgiven 
for the crime he has committed.” 

Mr. Barbee, in his explanation of the 
reply of himself and Mr. Smith to Senator 
Pasco’s telegram, said: 

“Senator Pasco canveyed to us that you 
did not want &ny information, but that he 
asked us to deny a rumor to. the effect 
that we were to pay 40 per cent of the 
claim. It seemed to us as if the inquiry 
was propounded to us in such a way as 
to elicit a categorical answer in the form 
of a denial and we answered accordingly. 
We stated the exact fact—that the report 


was untrue that we were paying # per} g, 


cent.” 

Replying to this, Senator Pasco said that 
his letter called for « full statement of 
the case and called attention to the fact 
that no further explanation had been 
made in response to Senator Bate’s dis- 
patch asking for information as to the 40 
per cent contract or contracts at any 
other rates. To this Mr. Barbee said they 
had not intended to reply to Mr. Bate 
at all. He had, he said, understood that 
both Bate and Pasco were the friends of 
the book agents and the supporters of the 
He thought, he said, the sen- 
ate had no right to inquire what a litigant 
was paying an attorney. Ho did not, he 
said, intend to convey to the senate the im- 
pression that there was no payment to be 
made to any claim agent.

TAKE BOATS AT CHARLESTON. 


Massachusetts and Illinois Troops Are 
Now on Transports. 
Charleston, S. C., July 8.—The Sixth 
Massachusetts regiment and one battal- 
ion of the Sixth Illinois are now en route 
to Santiago to re-enforce General Shafter. 
The expedition is commanded by Brigadier 
General George A. Garretson. The baggage 
of the two regiments was taken out to the 
Yale and the Columbia at 4 a. m., the two 
cruisers being anchored at the entrance to 

the harbor. 

The embarkation of the troops began -at 
midday. They were marched out of camp 
and down to Adger’s wharf, where the 
steamers Commodore Perry and Planter 
were in waiting. The men went on board 
accompanied by the cheers of the specta- 
tors and the men of other regiments. The 
two harbor boats steamed down the harbor 
in. the face of a heavy rain storm, which 
was coming up by Sumter. The work of 
trans-shipping the soldiers was accomplish- 
ed with dispatch and without mishap.

Two hours after the first soldiers came, 
a second detachment composed of twenty 
men from Captain Davies’s company ar- 
rived, under First Lieutenant John S. 
Cohen. These were nearly all Atlanta 
boys, and all were big, stalwart men. Colo- 
nel Candler came down from Atlanta with 
his detachment. Lieutenant Cohen formed 
his men at the depot and marched them to 
camp. The men were loudly cheered as 
they marched through ‘the streets of Griffin. 
This squad secured the best’ site in the 
entire camp. All of the Atlanta boys are 
camped on a gently sloping ‘hill, with well- 
cleaned streets. Tihe tents and blankets are 
all perfectly new, and the boys are delight- 
ed with their shelters. 

The Atlantians, after picking their tents 
and depositing thelr luggage in their new 
homes, began an inspection of the camp, A 
visit to the springs and wells showed that 
the camp jis bountifully supplied with pure 
drinking water, and with more than enough 
water for bathing purposes. The bathing 
facilities are much better than was ex- 
pected. Each company has bathhouses and 
four shower baths. Each company has its 
own messhall and kitchen. All the houses 
are substantially built of plank. 


They Were Shelterei from the Rain. 


The men had been in camp but a “short 
time ‘before a heavy rain fell. They lay 
Snugly in their tents during the storm, the 
shelters proving themselves: perfect pro- 
tection from the rain. All of the boys 
have had supplies issued to them. They 
have been given two heavy blankets eacth. 

The food at the eamp its surprisingly 
good. The first meal was not as good as 
will be provided later on, but this was due 
to the fact that the supplies from Atlanta 
did not arrive on time, and the commissary 
man, Lieutenant Fred Palmer, was forced 
to buy provisions in Griffin. The dinner 
was well cooked, and the hungry récruits 
ate it with as much enjoyment as if it had 
been a splendid banquet. 

Captain Burr's men did not come to camp 
until late in the afternoon. He has twenty- 
two here. All of the men are under com- 
mand of Second Lieutenant Marbut. Lieu- 
tenant Cohen left for Atlanta tonight, and 
his men were placed under Lieutenant 
Manbut, Captain Baker’s men and Captain 
Davies's men are on adjoining streets, and 
for the present will mess in the sam 
dining hall. 

Colonel Candler in Command. 

Colonel Candler has assumed the com- 
mand of camp as gracefully as he has been 
sentencing prisoners for years. His natural 
military ability is shown to good advantage 
here. He thas the regimental hearquarters 
in good shape, and is ‘happy over the man- 


ner in which his command is being organ: 


ized. He expects to have 300 men here By 
tomorrow night. 

A dress parade drill occupied the recruits 
this afternoon. They were put on 
drill grcund for an hour and all showed 
the effects of the military training they 
have had in the militia. The men will be 
drilled regularly from the first.

Senator Bacon on Hawaii. 


One of the strongest arguments made 
in the recent debate in the United 
States segate on the proposition to an- 
nex Hawaii was made by Senator A. O. 
Bacon, of Georgia. Genator Bacon op- 
posed the Newlands resolution in which 
form the proposition to annex was last 
presented to the senate, but in doing 
so he addressed himself to constitution- 
al reasons purely, and made no attempt 
to discuss the merits of the question. 

In order to fully understand the posi- 
tion of Senator Bacon in the Hawaiian 
matter, it is necessary to review briefly 
the circumstances connected with its 
first introduction in the United States 
senate. When the proposition to annex 
Hawali camé up originally in that body 
it was in the nature of a treaty agree- 
ment which the United States senate 
was called upon to ratify. Since the 
federal constitution prescribed that a 
two-thirds vote of the United States 
senate was necessary to ratify a treaty 
agreement, it was decided by the friends 
of annexation, in dread of the possibil- 
ity that the requisite vote could not be 
obtained to adopt some other. mode of 
procedure less apt to meet with fail- 
ure. Accordingly, the Newlands res- 
olution, which contained identically the 
same language as the treaty agreement 
was introduced in the house of repre- 
sentatives as a substitute for the latter, 
it being necessary for the Newlands 
nasolution to recéive only a bare major- 
ity vote in each branch of the nationa! 
legislature in order to accomplish the 
same result as a two-thirds vote in the 
upper brandh in favor of the treaty 
agreement proposed originally. On ac: 
count of the overwhelming number of 
annexationists in the house of represen- 
tatives, the Newlands resolution easily 
passed ‘that body and in time duly found 
its way into the senate. When it came 
up in that body Senator Bacon opposed 
it on the ground that it was wholly un- 
constitutional to adopt this mode of 
procedure, since it virtually usurped the. 
prerogative of the president of the Unit- 
ed States and of the senate as the 
treaty-making power. Without discuss- 
ing the question of annexation either 
pro or con, he argued that it was sub- 
versive of the principles of the govern- 
ment for the friends of ann2xation to 
undertake to avoid the necessity of 
bringing a two-thirds vote of the senate 
to the support of the treaty agreement by 
adopting the legislative substitute em- 
bodied in the Newlands resolution. 
Some idea of the effect which Senator 
Bacon’s able argument produced upon 
the country at large may be derived 
from the following editorial comment 
which we clip from The Philadelphia 
Record. Says this newspaper: 

In an able speech Senator Bacon, of Geor- 
gia,. demonstrated step by step the pro- 
cesses by which the Newlands resolution, 
if passed. would completely nullify the 
treaty-making power. We have no space 
here to fully trace an argument which 
should be read and inwardly digested by 
every citizen of the United States. It is ad- 
mitted that the joint resolution to annex 
Hawali is word for word the treaty for 
which a two-thirds vote could not be mus- 
tered in the senate. Senator Bacon raised 
the point that if this joint resolution by 
receiving a majority vote of the two houses 
could bécome a law, there would be noth- 
ing to prevent the same majority from 
making any treaty. AS a case in point he 
mentioned the arbitration treaty with Great 
Britain, which was rejected by the senate 
in the fifty-fourth congress. What, he in- 
quired, is to prevent the two houses from 
taking up and adopting that treaty by the 
Newlands process of delivery? 

In the first day’s debate two able cham- 
pions of annexation indiscreetly ventured 
forward to combat the arguments of Sena- 
tor Bacon, but they soon concluded to beat 
a retreat. Since then the annexationist 
senators have been dumb. The Texas prec- 
edent, on which they have so much relied 
for their Newlands resolution, has fallen 
completely to the -ground, inasmuch @s 
Texas was admitted under the constitution- 
al power of congress ‘‘to admit new 
states.’ But°there is no pretense of admit- 
ting Hawaii as a state, or even as a terri- 
tory. It appears that the leprous inhabi- 
tants of those islands, unfitted as they are 
for state or territorial government, are to 
be taken in as a colony and governed by a 
joint commission, 

To utterly confound the dumb annexa- 
tionists of the senate, the senator from 
Georgia cited the history of the attempt to 
annex San Domingo. After that treaty had. 
been rejected President Grant sent a mes- 
sage to congress in accordance with which 
a resolution was introduced in the senate 
to send commissioners to San Domingo‘ to 
get certain information. 
was regarded as a preliminary step to an- 
nexation by something like the Newlands 
process. The resolution was decsively re- 
jected by the senate on the ground that it 
was designed to evade the treaty-making 
power of the constitution. It appears that 
the present senate is animated by a very 
different spirit. ! 

But although the annexation senators are 
dumb, they cannot conceal their embarrass- 
ment. As evidence of this they are con- 
sidering the suggestion to abandon the 
Newlands resolution and go back to the 
treaty. This, at least, would be proper con- 
stitutional ground. . While the Newlands 
resolution shall stand itg opponents in the 
senate wil] be justified in resorting to every 
parliamentary method in an effort to post- 
pone a vote upon the measure until the 
American people can be heard on this great 
question. ; ' 

There can be no difference of opinion 
as to the vigor of Senator Bacon’s argu- 
ment ‘in opposition to the Newlands 
resolution, regardless of the fact that 
when the final vote was taken in the 
United States senate it was found to be 
supported DY a full two-thirds vote. This

fied; and while it does not jend in the 
least to diminish the vigor of Senator 
d have 
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nexation of Hawali are without flaw, 
since the Newlands resolution has re- 
ceived in the senate the requisite ma- 
jority which was necessary to ratify 
the original treaty agreement. 


Cuba’s Prospective Trade. 

The ‘New York Commercial is author- 
ity for the statement that when the 
present war comes to its close Cuban 
merchants who have been farsighted 
enough to put their cash money on de-. 
posit in New York, London and Paris 
will begin to make heavy purchases, 
and that trade will be greatly stimulat- 
ed on that account. 

One of the leading wholesale mer- 
chants of New York thus sustains the 
position taken by The New York Com-. 
mercial. Says he: 

These prudent Cubans will be cash custo- 
mers when the American exporters ship 
their goods to Santiago. The rush to be 
first among American shippers of provis- 
ions to Cuba will be tremendous, but the 
demand will be almost limitless, and as the 
American troops advance, freeing Cuba 
from the Spanish yoke, the market for 
American provisions and American goods 
will be constantly increasing. The profit 
will be enormous. There is a prospect of 
making $3 for every $1 worth of provisions 
exported. This percentage of profit is prob- 
ably a conservative estimate. 

Those of us who are in a position to 
know what chances there will be of making 
money in Cuba are prepared for business 
when American bayonets have cleared a 
way. To show how much alive the Amer- 
ican exporters are to the possibilities of 
making a huge profit on’ goods shipped to 
Cuba when the ports are opened, I will 
mention one thing that is known to few: 
Exporters who want to be first in the rush 
have engaged freight room on the steam- 
ships that will be the first to start, “‘con- 
ditional on the opening of the port of 
Havana, or Santiago,”’ thus securing a place 
for their goods on the very first vessel that 
leaves for Cuba «with merchandise from 
this country. 

While the idea that Cuba is totally 
impoverished seems to have taken com- 
plete possession of the public mind such 
is not the case. ‘There is still much 
wealth on the island, and just as soon 
as the present war results in removing 
therefrom the yoke of Spain’s despot- 
ism, Cuba will immediately become one 
of the most progressive commercial cen- 


ters of the globe.

There is no better method . of 
lifting up the masses than through 
the instrumentality of chautauqua as- 
semblies. Without levying any heavy 
tax upon the people who patronize 
them, they furmish what is undoubtedly 
the best popular symposium of lecture 
talent which the present day affords. 
Wherever they have been held good re- 
sults have followed; and we are giad 
to see so many of the enterprising towns 
of Georgia taking such interest in the 
chautaugua assemblies which they ‘have 
instituted. We sincerely trust that 
other communities in the state will 
adopt the example which they have set 
in this respect. 

In addition to chautauqua assemblies 
held during the summer months there 
should be lyceum bureau entertainments 
held during the winter months in every 
community in Georgia. This is the 
way to build up the true interests of 
the state. 

While rapid progress has been made 
in Georgia within the last few years 
toward diffusing intelligence and culture 
among tthe masses, there is still decided 
room for improvement.

News from the Front. 


The war correspondents around San- 
tiago thave already begun their criti- 
cisms of the land movements and evo- 
lutions. It is perhaps true that corre- 
spondenits at the front are predisposed 
to fault-finding, and yet itis to be 
borne in mind that they are, as a 


general thing, free from prejudice and 


able to take an impartial view of events. 
They reproduce with great fidelity the 
feelings that animate the junior’ offi- 
cers as well as the men in the trenches. 

A recent issue pf The INew York 
Herald contains a scathing criticism 
of the campaign around Santiago. It 
is from the pen of Richard Harding Da- 
vis, who is a very keen observer. Mr. 
Davis, in a recent letter, declared 
the situation to be exceedingly grave, 
even critical and alarming. The Amer- 
ican troops, he declared, were in the 
face of possible disaster. When he 
wrote, it was thought that an effort was 
to be made to storm Santiago with the 
force then at hand, and he makes it very 
clear that the effort would result in dis- 
aster. 

The men who thad taken the hills 
overlooking Santiago (and at such a 
sacrifice of life) were in a very bad con- 
dition. . They meeded food, rest and 
clothes. ‘They had been in wet clothes 
since July lst, and many of them were 
suffering for the want of tobacco. All 
that had been accomplished was the 
display of courage and heroism of the 
American soldiers. According to Mr. 
Davis, the expedition was prepared in 
ignorance and conducted in a series of 
blunders. Up.to July 6th, Shafter, the 
commanding general, had not been. 
within two miles of the scene of opera- 
tions. He rode-to a hill two miles 
from San Juan/ succumbed to the heat, 
and has been on his back ever since. 
On the other hand, General

From all this Mr. Davis concludes 
that the army needs two things, first, 
artillery, and then, a commander who is 
strong, healthy and efficient. It seems 
that a man wéighing 310 pounds is not 
built for campaigning ft Cuba. Re-en- 
forcements are also needed, as well as 
Mules and transports, 

To Judge from Mr. Davis's letter, 
things are in a bad way at the front. 
Yet we trust they are not so bad as 
they seem. The situation has changed 
since he wrote. He did not know of 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet, The 
apparent confusion is a necessary pre- 
liminary in all army movements. Things 
oe! straighten themselves out after 
awhile.

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THE FIRST ORDER 10 FIRE HAS BEEN GIVEN 


General Wheeler Probes His Way Into’ the+Interior—General Young 
Gives. the Order To Fire—The Shooting of Capt. Knot—The 
Order to Gen. Castillo—The Cubans to. the Rescue, 


BY ROBERT B. CRAMER. 


Army of Invasion, Headquarters Cavalry 
Division, in the Field, Near Savilla, Cuba.— 
The advance guard of Shafter’s forces, 
Genera] Wheeler still commanding, shot its 
way straight through the enemy’s country 
for two miles today, and at night we are 
in camp on the outskirts of Savilla and 
within an easy day’s march of Santiago. 
It has been a day of hard and continuous 
fighting, with victory constantly on our 
side, in spite of the fact that the Spantards 
outnumbered us four to one at the start. 
But it hag been dearly bought, for as we 
pushed on ahead there was a small and un- 
ending stream of men that crept away 
from us in the opposite direction—a stream 
of men carrying other men on litters; of 
men who limped; who sagged forward 
heavily on mule back, and who dripped 
tlood into the sandy soil for which they 
had come from home to risk their lives. 
‘They were the men who had been shot in 
battle. A thousand false rumors are afloat 
concerning our loss, and the circumstances 
are such that I am not able to give any 
exact figures, but of my own knowledge 
I can say that at least thirty-five of our 
men were killed and ninety wounded during 
our first day’s encounter. 

It was about 4 o'clock in the morning 
when General Wheeler, in the insurgent 
camp just out of Juraguacito, received a 
courier from the main body of American 
troops saying that ‘his orders of the day 
before were being carried out. ‘Colonel 
Wood’s Rough Riders had already started 
over the road to the left, he said, and Gen- 
eral Young was on the right with four 
troops of the First cavalry and two of the 
Tenth. The left road, Jike the one we had 
been traveling over, was simply a narrow 
defile through the woods, with thick under- 
bruSh on all sides and the trees touching 
overhead. A little over three miles west of 
Juraguacito it joined the other, which 
trailed on across the mountains to Savilla, 
and from there to Santiago. By dividing 
his forces, General Wheeler hoped to drive 
the enemy through the country along the 
coast, and it was his expectation that they 
would make a stand just beyond the junc- 
tion of the trails. It was here that Cas- 
tillo’s insurgent ‘band had last seen them. 

We had our horses saddled, and waited 
until General Young and his men passed 
us, the troopers plodding along in single file 
and carrying heavy blanket rolls, axes, 
spades and knapsacks, Then we turned in 
behind them, and in this way we proceeded 
without incident or interruption until we 
got into Castillo’s camp, where we had 
witnessed the burial of the dead Spaniard 
last night. Castillo had no further infor- 
mation to communicate, except that he had 
segt a dozen of his men on aihead to act 
as scouts, and that they would report to 
General Wheeler in person if they located 
the enemy. We rested in the shade for a 
few minutes, and it was a little after 7 
o'clock when we resumed our march, the 
country appearing more open and the trail 
or mg defined with every step our. horses

As we were crossing a shallow branch 
about a mile beyond Castillo’s camp and 
nearly two miles from Las Quasina, where 
the insurgent forces and the retreating 


Spaniards clashed twice yesterday, we saw - 


two men crawling toward us on their hands 
and kneés in the yéMHow water. General 
Young sent Captain Knox up after them, 
and the came down stream motioning us 
to get off our horses and crouch in the 
grass. We did so, and the men, nearly dead 
from fatigue, joined us. They were Cas- 
tillo’s scouts, and they awoke us to quick 
action by reporting that the enemy was 
strongly intrenched less than a quarter of 
a mile ahead, and on a steep side hill which 
faced the juncture of the two. trails. They 
said it would be impossible for us to join 
Wood’s forces, and that each would have 
ta force his way alhead independent of the 
other until the Spaniards were routed. 
They did not know the strength of the op- 
position, but they said it was much larger 
than they had anticipated, and that the en- 
emy had mounted a number of field pieces 
and were prepared to resist the American 
advance to the last ditch. 

It was evident that the retreating regulars 
from Batquiri and Jaraguacito, which we 
had been driving ahead of us for the past 
two days, had been heavily re-enforced 
from Santiago, and that the Spaniards 
were going to contest our invasion of that 
city inch by inch during the six miles that 
intervened. As soon as General Wheeler 
understood the situation he sent the five 
Hotchkiss guns he had on ahead with troop 
B, of the First, and ordered the others to 
follow. General Young took personal 
charge of the fleld pieces, an@ we crept 
slowly forward, an orderly leading our 
horses back a few yards. In a very short 
time we had reached the base of a rise in 
the ground, clear of underbrush al] the way 
up, and from the top of it the insurgents 
said we could command the enemy’s po- 
sition merfectly. We wriggled ofr way 
slowly upward, and as we got to where 
we could peer over we saw that the insur- 


|gents had not only told the whole truth, 


but that their timely information had pre- 
vented us from walking straight into an 
ambuscade. 

On the hill which rose * front of us, hid- 
den in a heavy growth of short, thick 
shrubbery, were hundreds of the enemy, 
each in position with his range already 
fixed upon the top of the cleared rise on 
which We were lying. Not a sound es- 
caped them; not a speck of smoke drifted 
from their campfires. With the greatest 
caution General Young moved the five 
Hotchkiss guns forward until they cov- 
ered the hill in front, and then he deployed 
the six troops of cavalrymen along the 
ridge ag far as possible. It was all done 
quickly and without confusion, the big 
troopers kneeling in the grass as they 
tried to pick out something to shoot at 
when the order came. In five minutes the 
artijle was in position, and then, very 
suddenly, General Young spoke the single 
sharp word that opened land ‘hostilities be- 
tween the Americana and the Spaniards 
in Cuba, 

“Fire!” he gaid. 

Five terrible barks from the field guns, 
and a long ear-piercing rattie from the 
carbines awoke a hundred echoes in the 
hills, and a rain of lead was poured into the 
enemy’s position 2300 yards in front. We 
could see where the shells exploded, and 
we knew that many of our bullets reached 
home, but for half a minufe there was 
no response. Then a long line of light 
smoke shot out from the hiilside oppo- 
site, a ragged chorus of reports reached 
our ears, and in us and all about us came 
the enemy’s. Mauser balls, singing as they 
came. In an tnstant the fight was raging 
on both sides. The Hotchkiss guns, our 
own front line, spit fire and smoke, aria 
the gunners tore off their clothes to give 
their arms and Jegs greater freedom. The 
troopers threw themselves flat on their 
Stomachs, and. worked their death-deal- 
ing rifles so fast that the preliminary rat- 
tle became a continuous clashing of sound, 
in which the echoes of the Spanish shots 
were lost to us. With perspiration drip- 
ping from every pore, the officers passed 
up and down the firing line, roaring out 
orders and giving the men enocourage- 
ment to keep up the good work, but not to 
waste their ammunition. 


General Wheeler, as cool es though he 
were watching a currency debate_in con- 
gress, stood on a rock just beh Troop 

watched the enemy’s movements 
oe oere ea, 


| 
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into the places from which the Spanish 
emoke curled up, the enemy assumed the 
same tactics, and for five minutes the 
firing on both sides was deadly and ef- 
fective. How many of them went down 
during those first terrible moments of the 
engagement no one knows, but we began 
to lose men with the first volley. A gun- 
ner, shot through the shoulder, wag car- 
ried back crying hyaterically because he 
could not keep at his work,.and nine troop- 
ers, dead and wounded, were dragged back 
out of line by the hospital corps. 
Captain Knox was talking to his troop- 
ers when a bullet hit him in the abdomen 
just above the right thigh bone and knock- 
ed him five feet backward. He handed his 
sword to his first lieutenant, and was car- 
ried away, still urging his company to keep 
to the front and to shoot to kill. Then 
happened one of the saddest events of the 
day. Major Bell went back to,see how bad- 
ly the captain was wounded, and was 
juist returning to ‘ tell General 
Wheeler that Knox was fatally hurt, when 
he, too, went down like a shot. We rushed 
to pick him up and found that a Mauser 
ball had gone through his left leg, shatter- 
ing the bone. As a physician cut his trous- 
ers off the gallant major, his face blacked 
with smoke, smiled a little and said: 

“It begins to look as though they would 


get all of us, general.’ 
Then the pain overcame him and he 


fainted. 


Still banging away like demons our men 

saw powder smoke bursting out to the left 
of them, a quarter of a mile away, and @ 
wild cheer broke out when General Wheeler 
yelled that the Rough Riders were on our 
flank and had already engaged the enemy. 
But there were Spaniards enough to keep 
three times our total number busy and 
when they turned their rifle fire in the di- 
rection from which the new attack came 
they opened on our position with rapid 
fire guns of large calibre. Colonel Wood 
had pushed his way through the left trail 
with all possible dispatch, but he was com- . 
pelled to abandon his field pieces and am- 
munition, his pack train and his dynamite 
gun. 
With thd constant firing from three dif- 
ferent elevations the little valley soon De- 
came full of smoke and there was a tem- 
porary lull on that account. General 
Wheeler wrote a note to General Lawton, 
using his knee to rest the paper on, and 
sent his orderly back to Juraguacito with 
it, orderfng him'to ride at full epeed, The 
note was a request for immediate re-en- 
forcements. Then he came to where I was 
and asked me if I would take a message 
from him to General Castillo. I said I 
would. 

“Proceed as rapidly as possible,’ he said, 
‘and ask the general to send me four or 
five hundred men at once whom I can use 
as scouts out ahead when we are able to 
advance. Tell hrm I think I can hold this 
position until our own _  re-enforcements 
come, but that 1 do not want to go further 
without experienced guides. It may be that 
the entire Santiago garrison is just ahead 
of us.”* 

Then he walked down to where the hos- 
pital camp was iocated to see how th¢ 
wounded mien were getting onan? mount- 
ed my half-craged horse—an Als: ama ani- 
mal unused to the sound of quick firing 


guas. 


It was impossible to ride fast through 
the narrow trail, but I did the best 1 could, 
nature providing spurs for the horse im 
the shape of cactus thorns that stuck out 
here and there and jammed him in the 
side. When I got to the insurgent camp f 
found that Castillo had gone back to Jura- 
guacito to see about getting supplies from 
the American camp and the officer in com- 
mand refused to assign the men required 
without direct Instructions from his chiet. 
There was nothing to do but follow him and 
I was obliged tu continue my wild ride 
more than three miles on, the sound of 
firing from the scene of action growing 
fainter and fainter as I proceeded until 
it was lost altogether. I passed two troops 
of the Second cavalry on the trail and 
when I told them what was going on 
ahéad they shrew away their bianket rolis 
and broke into a run, yelling like Indaina 
at every jump. 

It was noon when I got to the coast, but 
I was fortunate in finding Castullo immedi- 
ately im the handsome residence which the 
Spanish commandant had formerly occu- 
pied and in less than five minutes after my 
arrival Colonel Aguirre was dashing in- 
land on a good American horse to take 
command of four hundred men and report 
to General Wheeler. At the same time 
all was confusion in General Lawton’s 
camp, The request for re-enforcements 
had arrived just as I did, and everywaere 
bvgles were sounding, shorses were being 
saddled and men were scrambling about to 
join their companies. In a little while the 
First and Twenty-second infantry pulled 
out on double quick, and later they were 
followed by the Seventy-first New York 
volunteers amd the rest of the First, Sec- 
ond and Tenth cavalry. <All these took 
the trail to the right, and were ordered 
to go straight on to join General Wheeler. 

Just as my horse was in shape for the 
ride back a long file of men came out of the 
left trail, and moved slowly into camp. 
They had come from Colomel Wood, carry- 
ing their wounded, and the reports they 
brought with them sent new orders fiying 
from headquarters. Without waiting for 
anything except their guns, ammunition 
belts and powder sacks the DBDight and 
Twelfth and Seventeenth infantry, with 
General Lawton in command, went out to 
relieve Wood on the left flank, amd Cen- 
eral Chaffee took command of the shore 
camp, Adjutant Hall, of the rough riders, 
said that the enemy had played thavoc with 
them during the first thirty minutes of 
the engagement, and that they had al- 
ready iost more than fifty mem in killed 
and wounded. Among the latter were 
Captain Allen Capron, of troop B, and Ser- 
geant Hamilton Fish, of troop C. Edward 
Marshall, a correspondent for The New 
York Jourmal, had been shot through the 
spine while lying in the grass watching 
the progress of the battle, and was being 
brought back in a dying condition. 

My ride back to join General Wheeler 
was necessarily slow, for the trail was 
clogged almost from end to end with 
troops going forward and details of men 
hringing back the wounded. The men dis- 
carded everything except their guns and 
ammunition amd rations, and many of the 
officers had their belts strapped around 
their undershirts. When we got to the 
place where the firing had been when I 
left in the morning we found a man who 
was waiting to poms the way on ahead, 
and the told me that the Spaniards had be- 
gun to retreat just eighty-two minutes 
after General Young had opened the en- 
gagement with his tchkiss guns. They 
had moved back slowly, taki their dead 
and wounded with them. a there was 
constant firing between pursued and pur- 
suers all the while. But on our side there 
were few casualties after the first fierce 
assault. 

I reached General Wheeler’s camp at 
dark, and found him sleeping by his horse, 
with his exhausted men stretched out all 
about him. None of his staff had been 
wounded, and all were in good shape, so 
Surgeon Winter said. The general pro- 
poses to remain here until a streng force 
reaches him in the morning. amd will then 
push on ahead. It is said that General 
Shafter will make an effort to reach the 
advance guard tomorrow assume com- ° 
mand, but I doubt if he will be 
, make the journey.

At the Morning Session. 

The impending explosion of a sensation 
at the morning session of the bar asso- 
ciation yesterday, served to bring out a 
large attendance of lawyers, and when the 
meeting was called to order, the conven- 
tion hall was filled to its utmost capacity. 

But the proposed action of the minority, 
who took issue with President Akin on 
his open attack against the federal courts 
in his annual address, did not materialize, 
and while it was proposed to make an ef- 
fort to expunge hig remarks from the rec- 
ords of the convention, the morning session 
was characterized by the utmost agree- 
ment and tranquillity. 

No mention was made of President Akin’s 
address during the morning except in 
words of praise and commendation and 
those who disagreed with him did not 
express their opinions openly in the con- 


vention. : 

When the convention was called to or- 
der yesterday morning, Hon. Walter B. 
Hill, of Macon, chairman of the executive 
committee, proposed the names of W. A.

Address of Mr. W. K. Miller. 

Mr. W. K. Miller. of Auxusta, read a 
paper on ‘“‘The Dartmouth Colege Case,’ 
in which he went into detail in setting 
forth the facts in that interesting contest: 
one of the first of great importance to be 
tried in the United States. 

The speaker explained that the 
Dartmouth college was a schoo] establish- 
ed in the last vears of the e'ghteenth cen- 
tury for the exclusive use of Jjndians in 
one of the New Engiand states. The char- 
ter of the schoo] was given by the kirg 
of England and a board of trustecs ap- 
pointed at the inception of the college who 
had the power to select their successors 
in office at the expiration of the term. In 
time a board came into power that desired 
to change the character of the institution 
and a fight was at once precipitated be- 
tween the advocates of the old regime and 
the innovators. The matter was referred 
to the courts of the state for settlement 
and Daniel Webster was engaged as at- 
torney for the old board of trustees, with 
William Wirt ang other prominent attor- 
neys on the other side. 

In this case Webster made one of the 
finest efforts of his life and by clear aTgu- 
ment and a masterly appeal to tbe pas- 
sions of the court and jury, he gained rhe 
decision and a great victory. 

-The speaker outlined the effect of that 
case on the legislation of the time and on 
the laws since and cited cases that had 
apparently grown out of it.

I would put the best men we 
have in the jury bex and compe! them to 
serve. [ would give a man all the right 
he has now to select a jury, and I would 
not cut down his strikes, 1 would do this 
for the reason that conservatism demands 
it, innocence might be vindicated by it and 
it has not been made apparent that the 
trouble, if any, in our system, comes from 
this source. I would pay more respect 
to the verdict of a jury than under our 
System is being paid. I would not tear up 
their verdicts when they are fair verdicts 
under the evidence in hand: and there 
ought mot to be a guerrilla-like warfare 
waged upon their findings by flank move- 
ments from the vantage ground of techni- 
calities. In considering the work of the ju- 
ries, as well as all court work, tne great 
question to be asked is, after a fair trial 
has substantial justice been done.’’ 

Committee on Criminal Procedure. 

Colonel C. E. Battle, of Columbus, was 
called on for the report of the committee 
on criminal procedure. He informed’ the 
convention that the committee had drafted 
no written report and in a few words he 
explained what had been done. The ccm- 
mittee recommended that the three changes 
proposed in the state laws audi read at the 
lust meeting be indorsed by the convention 
and the legislature be requested to pass 
them. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond objected to the 
body putting itself on record as favoring an 
amendment to the statutes, when it was 
not intimately acquaintcd with it. 

Colonel Battie then wioved that the as- 
sociation simply refer thé proposed changes 
to the legislature at its next session, which 
was adopted unanimously. 

An interesting and thoughtful paper on 
the ‘“‘Limitation of the Elective Fran- 
chise’’ was read by Colonel Joseph H. 
Merrill, of Thomasville. The address was 
able and full of humor and met with the 
approval of all present. 

The report on ‘‘Legal Ethics.”” which was 
to have been read by Judge Samuel Lump- 
king Was not made on account of the in- 
disposition of the cnairman, who stated 
that the press of business had been so 
great that he did not have time to give 
proper attention to the subject. 

Hon. Walter Hill, of Macon, read a letter 
to the convention that had been written to 
him by Judgé Lumpkin on*/ afew days be- 
fore the death of Colonel W. C. Glenn, in 
which Judge Lumpkin informed him that 
he asked Colonel Glenn to prepare the 
paper on legal ethics and in the same com- 
munication paying a high compliment to 
the deceased lawyer’s ability.

THE TEACHERS OF THE NATION. 


National Educational Association in 
Session in Washington. ' 

Washington, July 8.~The first general 
session of the National Educational As- 
sociation was held today at the Grand 
opera house and National theater. There 
was a large attendance at both places. 

First Vice President Charles R. Skinner, 
State superintendent of New York schools, 
presided at the Grand opera house. Fa 
Save some remarks on the study of the 
real history of the UWniteg States, There 
was too much of a tendency to admit fads, 
he said, through’ the front door of our 
schoois, while the absulute essentials of 
education were forced toa find entrance from 
the rear. 

Principal W. F. Gordy, of Hartford, 
Conn., spoke’ on the essentials in United 
States history to be taught in elementary. 
schools. The great aim of education, he 
said, was fo reveal physical and human life 
to the individual and to show his relations 
to him, especially his social obligations to 
bis fellow men. 

The subject was also discussed by W. S. 
Sutton, professor of pedagogy, State uni- 
versity, Austin, Tex. 

At the National theater George J. Ram- 
sey, vice president for Louisiana, intro- 
duced Professor E. R. Shaw, dean of peda- 
fogy, New York university, who gave 
an address on “The Essentials of English 
Composition to Be Taught in Elementary 
Schools.”” The first @ssentials in English 
composition was to teach correct spelling. 
The methods followed today, Ne said, do not 
bring satisfactory results. 

An entertaining paper entitled “The Es- 
sentials of English Composition to Be 
Taught in Secondary Schools’ was pre- 
sented by Professor Charles C, Thatch, of 
the State Polytechnic institute, Auburn, 
Ala. He said that there had been a marked 
improvement in the teaching of English 
both as to subject matter and methods. Fie 
thought the best way to learn to do a thing 
was by doing it—less psychology and 
memory.

Many Homes Have Sent in Lists. 

When the reunion association first began 
the work of securing homes for the vete- 
rans during the reunion it looked as if 
there would be some difficulty in securing 
accommodations for all, but since the es- 
tablishment of the bureau of publicity and 
information the association has been as- 
sured that all the accommodations neces- 
sary will be secured, provided all the 
homes in the city where accommodations 
can be had will only report to the bureau, 
which is under the management of Mr. 
Hollis A. Boynton. 

“My office has been open not yet one 
week,’ saiq Mr. Boynton, yesterday, “but 
already I have secured room and accommo- 
dation for 4,000 veterans and visitors, and 
the indications are most encouraging. I 
have divided the city into two districts— 
the north side and the south side—and I 
have men at work who are making @ 
thorough and systematic canvass of the 
city. 

“Tf everybody who can accommodate 
visitors will only report to my, office bv 
postal card or in person, there will be no 
difficulty in car:ng for everybody who wil 
come. The rooms will not be expensive and 
the rates average from 75 cents to $2 per 
day, many being at 75 cents.” 

The bureau of information is at 32 Wall 
street, just opposite the main entrance to 
the union passenger depot, and can easily 
be found by all who visit the city. Ban- 
ners and signs have been ced on the 
front of the building and the location is 
one of the most prominent that could have 
been secured. 

One of the most important departments 
of the bureau wiil be the checkroom, where 
visitor@ can leave their baggage. This 
will be opened a few days before the re- 
union and there will be an experienced 
man in charge who will check the baggage 
at 6 cents a piece.

‘1. The major general commanding the 
Georgia division announces to all camps 
in Georgia that the executive committee 
cf the reunion association will have all 
preparations fully made for the great re- 
union of United Confederate Veterans at 
Atlanta. The convention will be called :o 
order at 10 o’clock a, m. and all delegates 
are expected to be present. 

‘2. The nanes of delegates should be 
sent by mail to these headquarters with- 


| out delay. The list must be completed be- 


fore the convention meets. 

“3. All delegates and other confederates 
tire urged to reach Atlanta not later than 
the arrival of the early morning trains on 
Wednesday. On reaching Atlanta the 
street cars going north may be used to 
reach the exposition grounds, where the 
reunion will be held. Georgia headquar- 
ters are in the Georgia building, nearly 
opposite the main entrance, and all Geor- 
gians will find a welcome in it. Seats 
for delegates of this division in the great 
auditorium will be marked ‘. rgia’ and 
may be easily found. Staff officers will 
be present to give information. 

“4. Our battle flags which were carried 
in war, our camp badges, banners, and 
s0ngs will be in order everywhere every 
day. Bring them with you, 

“6. Business meetings will occupy each 
morning. Afternoons and nights will be 
devoted to social reunions and other oc- 
casicns. The grand parade on Friday af- 
ternoon will be a short and‘grand display.

ORDER MAY CHANGE NAME 


Joseph Pelham Wants It Called “Con- : 
federate Sons’ Association.”’ 


HEADQUARTERS HAVE BEEN DECORATED ’ 


Many Letters Received Asking for In- 
formation and New Camps Are 
Being Organized, 


ETTERS have been pouring in on Mr. 

Joseph Pelham, who is in charge of 

the, headquarters of the Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans, asking for mformation 
regarding. the coming reunion of the or- 
der and everyone seems to be enthusias- 
tic over the convention. | 

The office at the headquarters is kept 
busy day and night answering communica- 
tions of all kinds relating to’ business of 
the organization, and more interest is 
being taken in this reunion than in any 
previous one. 

Many in this and ‘other states of the 
south are organizing camps of Sons of 
Veterans, and it is expected that fully 150 
will be represented by delegates at the 
convention. At present there are 100 
camps in the organization, and new ones 


, are belng added to the list daily. 


Yesterday the headquarters at 12 Wall 
Street were being decorated with confeder- 
ate flags and bunting, and presented a fine 
appearance, while everything is being put 
in order before the reunion. 

Two large confederate flags, bearing 
the inscription, ‘“‘Headquarters Sons of 
Confederate Veterans,’’ were donated to 
thé headquarters yesterday by Mr. Ed 
Grant, and were immediately placed in 
front of the entrance. They are painted 
on oil cloth, the design being that of the 
national flag of the confederacy, and are 
said to be very durable and not likely to 
be affected by damp weather. 

At the convention Mr. Joseph Pelham 
will suggest the idea of changing the name 
of the organization to the “Confederate 
Sons’ Association,’ and this wil] proba- 
bly be the ‘most important subject dis- 
cussed during the sessions. 

Mr. Phelan originated the idea, and is- 
very enthusiastic over the proposed 
change. 

“It is my pet scheme,” said he, “and 
nearly all the members that I have men- 
tioned the matter to, have expressed their 
willingness to co-operate with me in put- 
ting the idea through at the convention. I 
have been working on the project for some 
time past, and I am almost sure that I 
shall succeed in having the name changed. 

“My main object in the movement is to 
preserve the letters ‘C, 8S. A.,’ that are 
inseparable with the southern confederacy. 
The monogram ofthe present ofganization, 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans, is 
often mistaken for something entirely op- 
posite from what is really meant, and the 
existence of the confederacy is lost sight of. 

“The spirit of the organization is to 
perpetuate, as much ag possible, the mem- 
ory of the confederate: statex and the iet- 
ters ‘U’ and ‘8’ confound the order, and 
the effect is lost. 

“General Robert A. Smyth, commander 
in chief of our organization, is thoroughly 
in sympathy with the proposed change, 
and believes that there can be no serious 
objection to it. 9 

“It is much better and easier,’ contin- 
ued Mr. Pelham, ‘‘to make the change 
now, than to wait until the organization is 
of such size ag to make a change of this 
nature next to impossible. 

‘Tt have received letters from a large 
number of Sons of Veterans who agree 
with me and assure me of their hearty 
support in the movement, and I think the 
name of the organization will undoubtedly 
be changed.” 

The sessions’ of the reunion will be held 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
at the state capitol, and will be presided 
over by Commander in Chief Robert A. 
Smyth. 

Speeches of welcome and lIike nature 
will be delivered at the first session, which 
will be convened at 2:30 o’clock on Wednes- 
day afternoon, July 20th, amd at this 
meeting delegates will present credentials 
and rights to seats in the convention. 

Two sessions daily will be held on the 
other days of the convention, one at 9 
o’clock in the morning, and the other at 
9-2) o'clock in the afternoon, but on Sat- 
urday no session will be held, as_the day 
will be devoted to visiting points of inter- 
est in and around the city, by the mem- 
bers of the order. 

The official badges of the organization 
to be worn during the reunion have not 
been received from the manufacturers as

GUERRY DIES IN WASHINGTON.

Variable as the Winds and Powerless 
To Curb His Impulses—So Says 
the Palmist.

The woman with the cast talked in a 
soft, low voice as she pointed out the lines 
and explained what manner of man the 
murderer was who was in the prison await- 
ing his docm upon the ga!lows. 

A few de@ys ago there was published in 
The Ccnrstitution a story about a woman's 
visit to the county’jail and the making by 
her’ of a casi of the right palm of Edward 
C. Flanagan, the man who had shot to 
“death Mrs. Allen and Miss Ruth Slack, 
and for which crime-he had been tried four 
times and was now tinder a sentence of 
death. Her full name could not at that 
time be learned and it was thought she 
was scme sort of a mysierious person. 
Yesterday it was ascertained who eho 
was, ang last night, at her invitation, a 
representative of The Constitution called 
at her home, 208 Woodward avenue, and 

heard from her what she had read from 
the lines in the murderer’s hand. 
She Reads the Lines. 

“T find,” she said, “that Flanagan is 4 
most impulsive creature and that he has 
not the power to check his impulses. He 
is quarrelsome and as fickle as the sands 
upon the seashore. He has no moral ecour- 
age, and has had bitter disappointments.” 

Pointing to the lines which were shown 

upon the plaster cast, she continued: 
‘Now look there at his head line, It 
starts with his life Hne and runs away 
down almost to the wrist, which clearly 
indicates that he is a person of great im- 
pulse. This deep impression is where the 
mount of Mars is, and it is the highest 
part of the hand, showing that he is quar- 
relsome. His mount of Jupiter is also 
large and this indicates that he is ambi- 
tious and selfish. Over here, where most 
people have a rise in the paim, he has 
a hollow under the little finger and nearly 
down to the wrist, and that is an indication 
that the man is devoid of moral courage. 
Way down here the life line divides, and I 
know by that he is variable and as change- 
able as the winds, 
“The most remarkable feature about 
Flanagan’s hand,’ she went on, “is the 
fact that his finger joints grow narrow 
where nearly every other person's widen, 
Just see what narrow joints he has. 


Those Incurved Finger Joints. 


“As I have stated,’’ Mrs. Percy proceed- 
ed, “Flanagan is very impuisive, and the 
fact that his finger joints are so narrow 
shows that he has not the power or in- 
clination to check his impulsive dispo- 
sition. Many people have the impulsive 
lines strongly marked and yet the wide 
finger joints indicate wherein lies the great 
self-control which they exercise. 

“So I find that this man has an abnor- 
mal mind. I believe, however, that he was 
capable of knowing right from wrong 
when he committed the terrible murder, 
but he is of such mental temperament that 
his arrest and trials, and all the excite- 
ent incident thereto, have unsettled his 
mind, and he is now a man who is not 
mentally well balanced. Flanagan is not 
a common murderer, though, for the heart 
and head lines do not jam, as they do in 
the hand of a murderer at heart. Flanagan 
acted on the impulse of the moment and 
murder with him was not deliberate and 
cold-blooded.”’

COL. COOK IS AT THE FORT 


He Arrived Thursday Morning and Is 
Packing Up His Effects. 


TO LEAVE ATLANTA NEXT EEK 


Regrets That It Was Necessary for 
Him To Be Retired from Ac- 
tive Service. 


Colonel Henry C. Cook, formerly colonel 
of the Fifth regiment of infantry, stationed 
at Fort McPherson, arrived in the city 
Thursday morning from Washington and 
went at once to the post, where he has 
since remained. 

Nearly every officer at the post has called 
upon Colonel Cock, as have also many civil- 
lans. Between receiving these visftors and 
packing his effects for shipment Colonel 
Cook has been very busy. 

He will be at the post for about one 
week longer, going then to his old home, 
Fal] River, Mass. He will remain there 
for several months and will then leave for 
Europe, returning to America again next 
spring. 

Colonel Cook feels his retirement very 
much and announces that it is with great 
regret that he leaves the active service. 
He had hoped to lead his regiment, the 
“Fighting Fifth,’’ to the front during the 
present war and the disappointment caused 
by the action of the retiring board was 
very bitter. 

He is in good health, however, and ap- 
pears resigned to the life of inactivity that 
is now before him. In speaking yesterday 
of his retirement and of his plans for the 
future, Colonel Cook said: 

“For many reasons which must be patent 
to every one, and which are, therefore, un- 
necessary for me to recount, I greatly re- 
gret leaving active life In the army. 

“My regiment, my friends and my posi- 
tion have al) been a source of great delight 
to me in the past and I dislike to see the 
first and last pass from me. My friends I 
hope to retain. 

“I shall remain here at the post for about 
one week longer, during which time I will 
have my belongings packed and shipped to 
my home in Fall River, Miss.

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FOUND ON TRACK. 
Wesley Westbrook Crushed to Death by. 
a Railroad Train. 
IDENTIFIED BY TATTOOED ARM. 


Just How He Was Killed the Coroner 
Could Not Tell. 


THE BODY WAS FOUND BY RAILROAD HANDS 


Taken to Barclay & Co.’s, Where an 
Inquest Was- Held—Who the 
Dead Man Was. 


Switch engine of the Western ang At- 

lantic railroad found the body of a 
white man lying across‘the track about five 
miles from the city: The head was crush- 
ed into a shapeless mass, both legs were 
cut off, both arms were broken and every 
rib was fractured. 

The body was taken to Barclay & Co., 
undertakers, where the coroner held an in- 
quest in the afternoon. 

For a long time there appearea@ to be ab- 
sOlutely no means of identifying the dead 
man, but finally one of the jurors discov- 
ered the letters “W. B.—J. W.,” tattoed 
on an arm, and later members of the dead 
man’s family were found who knew that 
he was Wesley Westbrook by ‘the tattoed 
letters. 

At first it was thought that there were_ 
two bullet holes in Westbrook’s left shoul- 
der just above the heart and foul play was 
suspected, but a post mortem examination 
by County Physician McDaniel disclosed 
the fact that the supposed bullet holes were 
made by the broken ribs. | 

The evidence before the coroner's jury 
showed that Westbrook was found early 
yesterday morning between the fifth and 
sixth mile post on the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad by C. M. Rogers, engineer, and 
C. A. Webb, G. G. Manor and A. L. Pitt- 
man, crew of the switch engine. The body 
was lying with the head turned toward one 
of the ralls. | 

It was supposed the man was killed by 
a train last night, an@g-it may have been 
that more than one train struck the body. 

But for the tattooed letters on the left 
arm it would have been impossible to have 
ever identified the body, for the face was 
crushed beyond all resemblance to anything 
human. 

Just how Westbrook met his death is not 
known. He may have fallen asleep on the 
track, or he may have been struck while 
walking on the crossties. Some of the ju- 
rors suggested even a probability of suicide. 
It was the general opinion, however, that 
the man was walking down the railroad 
track and was struck by a train which 
came up behind him, ' 

Westbrook’s home was in the city He 
was not a man who had made any great 
financial success in life, but he had @ char- 
acter which was good. 

John Westbrook, the oid father of the 
dead man, is now an cccupant of the coun- 
ty alms house, where he has been for sév- 
eral years. . ; 

Other members of the family reside in the 
city and are respectable peopz.e. 

The coroner’s verdict was that the de- 
ceased came to his death by being run over 
by a railroad train, but in a manner which 


to the jury was unknown. 
The body will be buried this morning.

THE TRADE SITJATION. 


Results of Fiscal Year Trade Beyond 
Expectations. 
New York, July 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 


weckly review of trade will say tomor- 
row: 

“The usual half yearly statement of fail- 
ures by branches of business is peculiarly 
interesting because it shows that war and 
fears of war have not caused an increase 
in commercial disasters. ,The suprisingly 
large and general decrease in trading de- 
faults would without doubt be accom- 
panied ‘by corresponding returns as _ to 
manufacturing, but for excessive expan- 
sion in sOme lines and the helpless condi- 
tion reached by a few large firms in other 
branches. Failures during the second quar- 
ter have been smaller than in the same 
quarter of the past four years in trad- 
ing, and in manufacturing smaller than 
in the same quarter of any year except- 
ing 1894..The fiscal year has ended with 
financial resulis a shade beyond general 
expectations, and the new war tax begins 
to incredse revenue, not seriously disturb- 
ing business in any Hine. No reason yet ap- 
pears to apprehend that the war revenue 
will fall beiow expectations. 

“Criticism of crop estimates is the less 
needful because the best authorities aii 
agree that supplies for the coming year 
promise to greatly ,.exceed home require- 
ments and a.full export demand, though 
for a month or two yet Europe may re- 
quire much more -than usual. This will 
help to sustain the market while the ear- 
lier receipts are coming forward, and 
prices will then be determined largely by 
the outlook for crops abroad, waich is 
not as yet entirely encouraging. Wheat 
has reflected but little the improved pros- 
pect, advancing from 8 to w cents for 
spot, regardless of the usual stories of in- 
jury, the current commercial and the de- 
velopment reports being apparently dis 
trusted by the trade, 

“The cotton crop looks better and the 
prospect is refiected in a decline of a 
sixteenth in the spot price. The manu- 
facturing works at the north are quite 
well employed, much more than usual dur- 
ing the vacation season, and the demand 
for goods is somewhat improving. Abroad 
the state of the manufacturers does not 
encourage hopes of an extraordinary de- 
mand for the raw material, while the 
stocks held by millers are Known to be 
unusually large. The south is increasing 
the manufacture rapidly and not entirely 
in pace of northern mills. There is no 
disheartenment in. other textile manu- 
factures and business is good and grow- 
ing in silks, bagging, uemp products and 
linen. 

‘The manufacture of wool hestitates, al- 
though a distinctly better demand has ap- 
peared during the past ten days because 
prices at which western wool is held are 
too high for eastern prices, and apparently 
too high for profitable manufacture. Sales 
for the week at the three chief markets 
hayé been only 3,20:,000 pounds, of which 
2,290,500 were domestic, againat 14,120,500 last 
year, of which 6,989,500 were domestic and 
6,119,350 pounds in the same week of 1892, 
of which 3,651,600 were domestic. The mar- 
keta are dull in spite of a fairly large de- 
mand for territory and Australian wool 
in blocks, but the manufacturers are very 
cautious in purchasing, although there is 
every evidence of a great consuming de- 
mand, for goods which American manu-~- 
facturers with reasonably cheap material 
can supply. 

“It i wat enough to dismiss the iron 
industry with the bold statement that it 
is using up more iron, even at the steepest 
point of the year, than ever before. It is 
getting bigger domestic contracts for ag- 
ricultural implements and car materials 
and also for structural work than in any 
previous, year, but especially for plates 
the demand for which quite overruns the 
capacity of all the works, and not mainly 
on government account. t 

“Failures were 229 against 206 last year. 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, July ’.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

‘‘While the tone of general business par- 
takes of the usual midsummer quietness, 
none of the favorable features coming to 
hand has materially lessened the confidence 
in a good fall business. Business in specu- 
lative circles is restricted, and the new war 
taxes have had dn appreciad.e effect in re- 
ducing the volume of speculative sales by 
so-called scalpers in grain and securities. 

“The tone of prices, particularly for ce- 
reals, has shown a slight improvement for 
the, Week and detailed comparisons with 
recently preceding periods are stil quite 
favorable. 

“Developments in the iron trade are still 
natiently awaited, but among the favorable 
features might be instanced an improved 
demand for pig iron and increased inquiry 
at higher prices for steel plates at some 
eastern points, while the western accounts 
continue quite favorable. Rather more is 
doing on export account in this line of 
business, and the demand for our cereals 
abroad is quite satisfactory. The crop con- 
ditions are in the main very favorable, al- 
though the tendehcy now, is to discard 
early extreme estimates of Yield of wheat 
and 000,000 to 700,000,000 bushels estimates 
are more popular. 

‘‘A rather more cheerful tone {s noticeable 
at the south. 

‘In the eastern and mid dle states the 
tone of trade is quiet. :

The Pitiful Condition of a Poor Ol 
Destitute Creature. : 


IS PICKED UP BY THE POLICE 


Almshouse Refuses Her, Saying She 
Is a Lunatic—City Physician Says 
She Is Not Ciazy. 


Captain Jennings sat in brown study at 
the police barracks yesterday afternoon, 
and when he was asked what caused him to 
Put on his thinking cap, he knitted his 
brows and replied; 

“I have a case back» there in-the city 
prison that has completely nonplussed me. 
In a few minutes I will have to turn,vut 
an old, helpless negro woman who hasn't 
a cent in the world, not a friend, not a 
Place to lay ‘her head; and she is too old 
and helpless to take care of herself.’ 

“What about the poorhouse?” he was 
asked. 

“I have been to the county authorities, 
and they have informed me that they be- 
lieve the poor gld creature to be crazy, 
and that the county almshouse is not a 
lunatic asylum,” 

“Then, there is 
was suggested. 

“But the city physician, Dr. Hurt, has 
seen the woman, and he says she is not 
crazy, and therefore he declines to issue 
a certificate, without which she cannot be 
sent to the lunatic asylum,” 

There were no more suggestions, and 
Captain Jennings continued: 

“I have thought of every possible way 
the old woman might be looked after, and 
I can find no solution to the problem. I 
at finst believed the county almshouge 
would take her without any trouble. I 
know that the almshouse is kept up by 
the tax payers of the county, who would 
not have a poor, helpless creature turned 
out into the,,woods {o.die, and the very 
first place T went was te the almshouse; 
but as I have stated the eounty authori- 
ties would not reeeWwe her. Mr. Verner 


the insane asylum,” 


the woman, and he:gave ét as his opinion 
that the woman ‘was insame, and then I 
ascertained that the dours of the poorhouse 
were closed against her. Acting upon the 
insane theory, I next thought to have her 
placed in the insance. asylum at Milledge- 
ville, but Dr. Hurt pooh-poohed at the 
idea of the woman being crazy and said 
he could not give any certificate as to her 
insanity. That closed the doors of the 
asylum. I avas at my rope’s end. I knew 
that she could not be kept in the city 
prison, and there was nothing to do bft 
turn her out. Such a state of affairs 
should not be, and if there is’ a wrong 
anywhere it should be speedily corrected. 
This is not the first case of the kind in 
this county.” 

The old woman referred to by Captain 
Jennings is Rhoda Peacock, a miserable 
creature, feebled by age .and destitution. 
She was picked up and taken to the police 
barracgs to get her out of the streets. 
Her mind may be weak from ‘her enfee- 
bled condition, but it is the city physi- 
clan’s opinion that she is not crazy. 

This is the third case of the kind which 
has come up for the police authorities to 
settle. A few months ago one was found 
in an alley in the rear of the ice house on 
Alabama street, and she died before she 
could be. moved. Only last week another 
was found in a cabin in the rear of the 
county jail. 

The hospital would not take them be- 
cause, as the physicians ‘alleged, they were 
suffering with chronic maladies; the coun- 
ty almshouse refused to receive them 

hecause they were alleged to be ill 
or crazy; and ‘they could not be sent to 
any asylum.

There has been no expression from the 
commission, but there is something in the 
air which gives the impression that the 
members of the board think that the com- 
panies ought to pay the tax instead of col- 
lecting it from the people. Te action of 
the railroad companies in promptly agree- 
ing to furnish the stamps makes the posi- 
tion of the other companies look a little 


worse. It may turn out that the express 
and the telegraph companies have a legal 


HE Western Union and Postal Tele- 


right to make their patrons pay the war 


tax, and if this is true, then the railroads 
would also be justified in charging the 
stamps to the public. 

A test case was made in Texas on one of 
the express companies and the railroad 
commission there decided that it had no 
jurisdiction. That may be the decision of 
the Georgia commission after hearing the 
lawyers, but the commissioners are going 
to look into the question before deciding. 
Georgia’s commission has a rule which for- 
bids railroads, express companies ar] te!e- 
graph companies from charging anv more 
for their servicea than certain prescribed 
rates. If a citizen tenders a message of 
words to a telegraph company to be trans- 
mitted from Atlan‘a to Savannah /or in- 
Stance, the company has no right under the 
commission's tariff to charge more than 25 
cents. But it declines to accept tbe mes- 
sage unless there is a stamp on it. 

The question is, has it the right to refuse 
the message? 

That is the question which the commis- 
sioners will study and which the lawyers 
for the corporations will have to argue. 
The dectsion Is going to hinge right on that 
proposition. 

Of course the commission could reduce 
the maximum rates by the amount of 1 
cent, but the board is not likely to take 
that action. If the rates are reasonable 
and just they will stand. If they are con- 
sidered to be too high the commission 
wouid treat that question by itseif. The 
stamp issue will be considered and decided 
on its own merits ana the law. 

This. conclusion ws reached yesterday 
at a conference attended by al? the com- 
missioners, Chairman Tramme'!], Judge 
Spencer Atkinson and Colonel T. C. Cren- 
shaw being present. ' 

Monday, July 18th, was the date set for 
the hearing. Juage Atkinson wiil prepare 
the rule nisi requiring the companies 
named above to appear on the day men- 
tioned. 

At yesterday’s meeting a letter was read 
from Mr. F. G. duBignon addressed to 
Chairman Trammell, of, the commission, on 
this question. Mr. uuBignon is general 
counsel for the Southern Express Company. 
He had heard that a test case wou'd be 
brought before the commission and ‘he 
wrote to say that the question had been 
discussed by the attorneys for the express 
companies and the iawyers advised that it 
was not the intention of tne act tn place 
the expense of the stamps on the com- 
panies. He added that whether this opin- 
ion is correct or not will soon he determin- 
ed in the case which the merchants of New 
York have made against the Adatns Ex- 
press Company. The decision in that case 
wiil control the companies in the future. 
Continuing Mr. éuBignon said: 

“Whether the company or the shipper 
should place the stamp on the receipt is a 
matter purely between the company and 
the shipper. It if no way affects the rates 
which your body ftegulates and is in no 
sense included in those rates. 

“The same question was brought before 


the Texas commission, who promptly de- . 


cided that they had ne jurisdiction in ‘the 
matter, in that it was a question for the 
shipper and the company to determine be- 
fore the courts. 

“I merely write you this so that you 
may be advised of the position taken by 
the express companies, and what other 
commissions have held.’’ 

The case will go to the supreme court of 
the United States and it will be months 
before it ia finally decided. Georgia’s com- 
missioners are going to investigate the sub- 
ject on their own account. 


NO STAMPS ON 


DRAY TICKETS. 


It Is Only a Memorandum and Does 
Not Have To Be Stamped. 


The collector of internal revenue at Chi- 
cago has made a ruling in regard to the 
dray ticket or shipping ticket, which con- 
cerns all persons who do an export bus- 
iness. With regard to the dray ticket, 
the collector ruled that it is nothing more 
than a memorandum. and need not be 
stamped, but must be surrendered by the 
shipper to the railroad company for an 
original bill of lading. 

ine Central Freight Association has there- 
fore notified its members that it will not 
be necessary to stamp these shipping tick- 
ets, but that the following notation must 
be placed on each one of such tickets by 
the railroad company Aeceiving the ship- 
ment for forwarding: “This is a memoran- 
dum only, and is not negotiable, and must 
be exchanged at the office of this company 
for a through export bill/of lading, to 
which the agent of this company will 
attach a revenue stamp, as required by 
law.”’ 

This means that the railroads will not he 
required to put a’ 10-cent stamp on the 


shipping ticket sent to the depot with an, 


export shipment, but can instead treat the 
shipping ticket as a memorandum and take 
it up and issue a regular export bill of lad- 
ing in its place and attach a WW-cent stamp 
as required by law to each of such bills of 
lading issued. 

The raoilroads will, however, only pay for 
the stamp on the original bill of lading, the 
shipper being required to provide the 
stamp for each copy of the original he 
may want. 

Some of the roads thought that a 1-cent 
stamp would be all that would be re- 
quired on a bill of lading issued on ship- 
ments destined for Canada, British Co- 
lumbia and Mexico, but have been in- 


formed that shipments to these countries 


come under the head of export shipments,’

With the. photographs and docu- 
ments the cyclorama can easily be replaced 
at the expenditure of a few thousand dol- 
ars in case it should be destroyed in after 
years.
